THE BOOKS OF 1881. 


THE year just closed was one of the most 
productive and prosperous in the history of the 
book trade. 
marked by an activity to meet which taxed all 
the resources of this office. Especially was 
this so in the matter of recording and noticing 
new books, which poured in upon us from Janu- 
ary to December at an unprecedented rate, the 
climax being reached in the last three months of 
the year, when the total number of books re- 
corded in our weekly lists amounted to 798 
distinct works, 664 of these being actually 
books received and noticed, more than one

vertently credits the book statistics for 1881, of 
the London Publishers’ Circular, to the Pus- 
LISHERS WEEKLY. Now, while the former 
journal recorded 5406 new books and new 
editions—300 books less than the year previous 
—we show an increase of three time three hun- 
dred, averaging 52 books a week, to the 34 
a week of last year. Our longest “ Weekly 
Record” was that of Dec. 3, containing 108 
titles, all in brevier ; our shortest list was that 
of Aug. 13, showing 25 titles, of which 24 were 
in brevier, I in nonpareil. 

In tabulating our entries, and placing them 
as far as possible in classes, as we do below, 
we were especially impressed with the great 
number of books by American writers that 
have been published this year in excess of all 
previous years. No one, after carefully ana- 
lyzing the principal works of the various de- 
partments—notably, Fiction, Poetry, History, 
Travel, and Biography—can repeat the reproach 
that we have no literature. Not only are some 
of the most successful books of the year by 
American authors, but they are American in 
subject, and have a strong national interest.

The 1758 books actually received appeared as 
usual in our weekly lists in brevier type, fol- 
lowed in almost all cases by a brief descriptive 
notice or summary of contents—an advantage 
to the publisher, and a convenience to the book- 
seller and the bookbuyer, which, it seems 
incredible, are still beyond the comprehension 
of a not inconsiderable number of publishers. 

It will be seen, in comparing our figures with 
those of last year, that we recorded 915 more 
books than in 1880—a fact we should like to

MISUSE OF ADVANCE SHEETS. 


From the Examiner and Chronicle. 


Some of the publishing houses have a way of 
sending out a few “ advance sheets” of forth- 
coming works, in order to secure early notice 
from the daily and weekly papers. The under- 
standing in all such cases is, we believe, that 
the notice shall not appear until the book is 
actually published ; but the desire to be “ enter- 
prising” leads a journal nowand then to ignore 
this understanding, and publish a notice some 
time before the book is put on the market. 
This puts other journals at a disadvantage, and 
skims the cream from an interesting volume 
before most critics have had a taste. On the 
whole, would it not be better to abandon this 
practice altogether, except when a newspaper 
asks for the advance sheets of a work, giving at 
the same time a distinct pledge to withhold its 
notice until the work is published? The pub- 
lisher desires fair treatment by the press, and 
should therefore treat the press fairly. The 
present arrangement savors too much of favor- 
itism, and is open to too many abuses to find 
general favor among newspaper workers.

N. Y. FREE CIRCULATING LIBRARY. 


‘‘TuHeE fact that there is no free circulating 
library in New York at all adequate to the needs 
of ourgreat population,” says theChristian Union, 
**is one of those evidences of a lack of intelli- 
gent public spirit which thoughtful New York- 
ers have long regretted. It is, therefore, very 
encouraging to find that this matter is beginning 
to excite the attention of persons whose in- 
fluence and position, if their sympathies are en- 
gaged, are likely to provide for this want in a 
suitable way. A meeting was beld last week in 
the hall of the Union League Club, over which 
Mayor Grace presided, and at which Dr. Hall, 


addresses, the object of which was to establish 
a public free library. Resolutions were adopted 
fixing the sum needed to erect a library build- 
ing and secure necessary books at $200,000, 
and a committee was appointed who will en- 
deavor to raise that sum within the current 
year. There ought to be no difficulty in raising 
double the amount for sucha purpose. The 
New York Free Circulating Library, which has
